Disarmament

TRUCKS AND ROADS. 
In view of the criticism of motor 
trucks as destroyers of roads, some 
tests recently carried out by the Unit­ 
ed States Bureau of Public Roads are 
of especial interest. It is the general 
impression that the bigger the truck 
the worse the damage it does to the 
road. 
The tests do not bear this out 
but indicate that the destructiveness 
of trucks to roads depends on their 
“unsprung weight.” A five-ton truck, 
it is found, will do less damage than a 
three ton truck if its “unsprung 
weight” is less. It is said further that 
the smaller trucks are probably more 
destructive than the larger because 
they are generally run at a higher rate 
of speed. 
These conclusions are interesting 
and will probably attract considerable 
attention just now when the regula­ 
tion of the sizes of trucks by law is 
being discussed generally. It is, more­ 
over a subject of national importance, 
because the importance of the truck as 
a means for the transport of freight is 
growing constantly and motor trans­ 
port is likely to undergo large devel­ 
opment in the next few years. The re­ 
sults of the government tests seem to 
indicate that the most important thing 
of all is to avoid the overloading of 
trucks. 
It is overloading that results 
in most severe damage to the roads; 
and perhaps this fact may be regard­ 
ed as another point iii favor of big 
trucks as against small ones, since the 
small trucks are the ones most likely 
to be given loads in excess of the 
weight their springs can take care of. 


ANOTHER DEBT PAID? 
It is said that former Senator Cham­ 
berlain of Oregon 
is slated for ap­ 
pointment to the shipping board. 
There will be blunt and plain-spoken 
persons who will De unkind enough to 
say that the appointment represents 
the payment of another political debt. 
Former Senator Chamberlain, though

Divorce Action Filed.

Washington, May 2.—Conviction 
ol United States Senator Truman 
H. Newberry in federal 
court in 
Michigan for conspiracy to violate 
the federal corrupt 
practices act, 
was set aside today by the supreme 
court. 
The conviction or sixteen other 
defendants also was set aside. 
The court held that congress was 
without power to regulate primar­ 
ies. 
Justice McReynolds read the op­ 
inion to which 
Justice 
McKenna 
dissented as to the power of con­ 
gress, but agreed to the decision. 
Chiel Justice White also dissent­ 
ed from the decision that congress 
did not have power to control 
all 
elections but agreed that the stat- j 
Ute had 
been 
“grossly 
miscon­ 
strued.’' 
Justice McReynolds said that the 
lower court erred in dismissing the 
demurrer of the defendants. 
The case of United States Sena­ 
tor Truman II. Newberry of Michi­ 
gan and sixteen of his political as­ 
sociates reached the supreme court 
of tho United States from the fed­ 
eral district court at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., where the 
appellants were 
found guilty 
March 20, 
1920 of 
criminal conspiracy to violate the 
federal corrupt practices aet. 
The senator 
was 
sentenced by 
the District Judge Clarence V. Ses­ 
sions, to two years’ imprisonment 
at Fort Leavenworth and fined $10,- 
000. This, the extreme penalty of 
the law was also 
placed 
against 
two others, the remaining sentenc­ 
es limning down to a fine of $1000. 
The case started with 135 indict­ 
ments returned 
at Grand 
Rapids 
Nov. 29, 1919. 
It was called 
for 
trial January 27, 
1920, and lasted 
eight weeks, 85 of the original list 
of defendants being still before the 
bar when the jury retired. 
One 
man was granted a separate trial 
because of illness and one was nev­ 
er arrested, having gone lo South 
America be foie 
the 
indictments 
were returned.

The 
statute imposed a tax of three- 
fortieths of one per cent on the 
capital stock and surplus or cor­ 
porations doing business

concern here. 
The child was on the way home 
from a picture show Wednesday 
night when she said, she was seized 
by the negro when passing in the 
rear of a church. 
The negro dragged her to the 
side of the building and was strug­ 
gling with her when her father 
and brother who had started to 
meet her, came by. 
Seeing them, 
the negro fled, leaving his hat as 
he fell over a fence when they gave 
chase. 
Hammond, who answered the de­ 
scription the child gave of her as­ 
sailant, was arrested on the street 
here and after examination admit­ 
ted his guilt. 
Feeling ran high against him and 
when Sheriff Moore started to the 
train last night to take Hammond to 
the penitentiary, he took six depu­ 
ties along to guard the prisoner. 
The party was in the office of 
the depot when the mob arrived 
and demanded admittance. 
When the sheriff refused to al­ 
low the men to enter, the door was 
battered down. 
Approximately 200 men and boys, 
none of whom were masked, were 
in the crowd at the depot when the 
negro was seized, but less than half 
the number were in the party that 
took part in the hanging, it was 
stated.

Washington, May 6.—The bud­ 
get bill was passed yesterday by 
the house, hut with some changes 
as a d o p te d by the senate. 
It now 
goes to conference. 
The vote was 344 to 9. 
The bill as passed by the sen­ 
ate provided for creation of a bud­ 
get bureau in the Treasury De­ 
partment, with both its director 
and his assistant appointed by the 
president. 
The house retained the 
senate method of appointing both 
officials, but voted to make the 
bureau independent of the Treas­ 
ury Department. 
Provision is made for abolish­ 
ment of the office of Comptroller 
of the Treasury and creation in 
its place of a Comptroller Gene­ 
ral. 
The measure as approved by 
the senate provided for a seven- 
year term for the Comptroller Gen­ 
eral and made him subject to the 
removal by joint 
congressional 
resolution, which requires +be sig­ 
nature of the president. 
As passed by the house, how­ 
ever, the bill provides for his 
removal by concurrent resolution, 
which does not require the presi­ 
dent’s signature. 
In vetoing the budget bill passed 
by the last congress. 
President 
Wilson objected to the provision 
delegating to congress the power 
ot remove the Comptroller, on the 
ground that it would be ursupation 
of executive authority.

National Museum Gets Opals. 
The National museum in Washing­ 
ton has just received from Archie 
Rice, an opal expert in New York, 
IOO specimens of gem opal in the 
rough just as they come from the 
only opal mines in the United States. 
The opals are red, white, blue, black, 
brown, green and purple; two have 
replaced fossil wood, and three pos­ 
sibly fossil bones. 
The mine Is located in Humboldt 
county, Nevada, about a mile above 
sea level and some 200 miles inlandx 
from the Pacific; not very accessible, 
since the railroad town of Winne­ 
mucca is about 120 miles away. Be­ 
cause of the high altitude, the or­ 
dinary water content of the opals la 
often injuriously affected when they 


I are removed from the ground. 
Thus far, excavation for opals ha*
